Sharpless Is rene 


A man who has grown up 
to be no more than 166 pounds 
would obviously be limited in 
the number of positions he might 
play on a major college foot- 
ball team. Johnny Sharpless, 
whose bulk is spread across 
6-1 frame, has probably run 
the gamut of available spots 
for the University of Alabama 
team. 

Johnny is now playing split 
end for the Crimson Tide, foll- 
owing stints at defensive half- 
back and quarterback over the 
past three years. And he’s 
doing well at it, wearing one 
of those practice jerseys re- 
served for first team offensive 
performers. 

Coach Paul Bryant said that 
Johnny, a junior from Elba, 
“has improved greatly with the 
layoff since last spring. He’s 
really made some great 
catches,” said the coach. 
Bryant has always emphasized 
that one of the most important 
ingredients in a winning pro- 
gram is to have men who be- 
come winners between the end 
of spring training and the be- 
ginning of fall work. Thus, 
Bryant is alert to notice those 
showing improvement. 

Sharpless grew up wanting 
to play football for Alabama. 
Elba had sent his second cou- 
sin, Marlin Dyess, to Tusca- 
lod%ea and Johnny has fond mem- 
ories of listening on the radio 
as Dyess and Alabama began 
building back. 

As an All-State quarterback 
at Elba High School, Sharpless 
earned a scholarship to Bama 
and had visions of following 
in the footsteps of his later 
hero, Joe Namath. But there 
was a catch. “I couldn’t be- 
lieve it,” he remembers. “I 
got up here thinking I was going 
to be the quarterback and there 
were 10 others who had been 
high school quarterbacks on that 
freshman team.” 

Sharpless admits that ev- 
eryone wants to be the quar- 
terback, especially if they’ve 
had that spot, but says that he 
no longer has any qualms about 
trying another position. Infact, 
he’s quite fond of his latest 
home. 

“I’m mostly interested in 
playing and it’s not important 
where,” he says. “I really 
like split end, though. I’ve 
got a lot to learn about running 
routes and blocking on the cor- 
ners, but I’m interested in 
learning it,” he added. 

Johnny knows that he’s not 
going toannihilate any defensive 
backs, even though cornermen 
and safetymen generally run 
small too. “The main thing 
that I have to do on a down- 
field block is get position,” 
he said.

Kleinert’s Inc. operating net 
soared in the fiscal third quar- 
ter, but after special charges, 
which included an $82,000 flood 
loss, and credits net income 
Slipped 3%, 

For the quarter ended July 
8, operating net of the maker 
of shoes and children’s apparel 
jumped to $265,000 or 27 cents 
a share, from $53,000 or seven 
cents a share, a year earlier. 
Sales surged 67% to $36.9 mil- 
lion from $22 million. 

However, Kleinert’s net in- 
come slipped 3% to $183,000, 
or 19 cents a share, from

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Farm To City 
Move Is Slowing 


The move from farm to city 
may be coming to a halt, a 
new era of economic and social 
growth for rural America may 
already be launched, 

These are two conclusions 
to be drawn from various re- 
ports on the progress of rural 
America, from the arid stret- 
ches of the Southwest to the 
green fields of the Southeast. 
They also are indications that 
the much talked about goals of 
rural developmentare beginning 
to emerge as realized accom- 
plishments for an increasing 
number of communities. 

Some signs of the recharged 
energies within rural areas are: 

More jobs: During the 1960's 
nonfarm jobs increased by 39 
percent in the countryside, a 
Slightly better rate than the 34 
percent increase in metropol- 
itan areas. This growth rate 
has been high in completely 
rural counties as_ well as in 
those with cities of up to 50,000 
population. 

Farm-exodus ending: The 
farm population has dropped to 
fewer than 9 1/2 million per- 
sons.. With so few people 
remaining on the Nation’s 
farms, little further decline in 
the population is possible. As 
the farm-to-city migration 
dwindles to a negligible level, 
continued gains in nonagri- 
cultural jobs will have a more 
visible impact on the overall 
economy and population or rural 
Areas. 

Greater Federal commit- 
ment to rural areas: The 
government is stepping up its 
investment in rural America 
many fold. For example, funds 
earmarked for housing in rural 
areas amount to $2.2 billion 
this year, four times the 1969‘ 
level; sewer and water pro- 
grams are allocated $342 mill- 
ion this year, nearly twice 
the 1969 level. Total funds 
devoted to rural development 
efforts by the Department of 
Agriculture will amount to $3.5 
billion this year--four times the 
level in 1961 and twice as in 
1969. 

More important than the 
Statistics or the governmental 
expenditures, however, is the 
determined individual in com- 
munity after rural community 
who resolves to solve the pro- 
blem on his own, who takes 
action to set his own neigh- 
borhood onthe road to progress. 

In Tulia, Texas, for ex- 
ample. local leaders set out to 
cambat decaying businesses, 
fpighted housing. As a result 

their efforts, the community 


‘has 386 new low-cost homes and 


jobs and incomes are up be- 


cause of the construction work, 
In North Carolina, citizens 
mounted a driver education 
campaign as a small but vital 
part of their Statewide effort 
to connect more rural workers 
with more better paying jobs. 

Rural development is an idea 
whose time has come--mostly 
because increasing numbers of 
local groups are taking it upon 
themselves to make sure that 
it does. 


Management Of

Nerve—Racking 


A lot is being heard these 
days about farm management. 
Actually, farm management or 
any kind of management is sim- 
ply decision making. Making 
decisions can be tough and 
nerve-racking. There are 
always decisions to. be made 
about land, about selecting and 
organizing enterprises, train- 
ing and supervising help, and 
buying and using the many things 
that go into production, harvest- 
ing, and selling. 

Dr. Joe H. Yeager, farm 


‘Management specialist at Au- 


burn, points out that there are 
five distinct steps in the deci- 
sion-making process. These 
are (1) getting adequate and 
appropriate information, (2) an- 
alyzing the information in the 
light of the alternative solutions 
for problems that exist, (3) 
actually making the best de- 
cision, (4) taking action, and fin- 
ally (5) accepting the respon- 
sibility for the action taken. 
Many decisions can be made 
without formally going through 
the steps listed. However, these 
steps provide the framework 
and concepts that are approp- 
riate in considering the need 
for better management on to- 
day’s farms and farm business 
units.

KNOW LINES 


You can give a room char- 
acter by adding lines--straight, 
curved, broken, zigzaged, thick, 
thin. Lines create effects and 
express emotions. 

Straight lines indicate 
Strength anddirectness. Slight- 
ly curved lines give a feeling 
of flexibility and gentleness. 
Vigorous curves are active and 
forceful. Spiraling curves 
appear dynamic and complex, 
while snakey curves seem 
graceful and charming. Zig- 
zag lines express anxiety andl 
nervousness. 

Continuous lines convey 
sureness, while broken or fea- 
thered lines project indecision. 
Implied lines give a subtle 
feeling to a design. Diagonal 
lines seem strong and dynamic 
when maximum slant is used, 
but will appear weak if only 
a slight angle is involved. 

The thickness of a line is 
important, too. Thick lines 
seem bold and masculine; thin 
lines appear delicate and fem- 
inine.

And people have upgraded their 
tastes in meat to match in- 
creased incomes. But, con- 
sumers can help control prices 
with a little effort and thought. 

Homemakers can buy beef 
other than steaks and the more 
expensive roasts. They canre- 
fuse to buy ground meat that 
sells 10 to 12 cents higher 
when a bit of seasoning is 
added and it is labeled “meat- 
loaf”. Consumers can stuff 
their own bell peppers and 
bread their own veal cutlets. 
They can tenderize meats and 
buy ordinary roasts instead of 
roasts with fancy names and 
raised prices. 

Consumers often are led to 
believe they need expensive cuts 
of meat every meal or they will 
shortchange their family’s nu- 
tritional needs. This isn’t so. 
An average person can get daily 
protein requirements in two or 
more three-ounce servings of 
many foods---including meat 
substitutes. 

So, there are two ways con- 
sumers can control the prices 
they pay for meat. First, they 
can shift buying patterns toward 
the less expensive cuts of meat. 
And, second, housewives can get 
out the old cookbook and feed 
the family with meat dishes 
which they create. Swiss 
steaks, pot roasts, casseroles 
and many other good home coo- 
ked dishes are waiting to be re- 
discovered.

fall. I visited his peanut field, 
and in certain areas the pea- 
nuts appeared normal. Inother 
large areas, though, they were 
only about one-fourth as large 
as the others. We took soil 
samples and also nematode 
samples and sent them to the 


lab at Auburn. We got the 
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report back a few days ago, 
and the soil pH was 4.6 which 
is entirely too low to grow 
peanuts. He also had an infes- 
ation of nematodes 

] can’t over-emphasize the 
importance of testing soil every 
two or three years todetermine 
both lime and fertilizer needs. 
I have a feeling that a lot 
of our farm crops and gardens 
are not producing as they should 
because of the need for lime.

Rheumatic Fever 
Can Be Prevented 


Rheumatic fever, which can 
lead to heart damage in young- 
Sters, is the only one among 
the major causes of cardio- 
vascular disease that is def- 
initely preventable, says the 
Alabama Heart Association. 
Yet, despite the effective treat- 
ment available, about 100,000 
new cases of rheumatic fever 


and rheumatic heart disease 
still occur each year, 

With this in mind, the 
Alabama Heart Association 


urges parents to have a phy- 
Sician check their back-to- 
School-bound youngsters, and 
agises teachers to be alert 
to danger signals in the “sore 
throat” season to come, 

Chances are that sometime 
during the coming school year, 
virtually every classroom inthe 
country will have at least one 
child with a contagious strepto- 
coccal infection. It might be 
Strep throat, scarlet fever or 
middle ear infection. Prompt 
and thorough treatment can con- 
trol the infection before it leads 
to rheumatic fever, which can 
damage heart valves, 

Parents and teachers are 
urged to look for these danger 
Signals: poor appetite, fail- 
ure to gain weight, pallor and 
fatigue, frequent colds and sore 
throats, unexplained nose- 
bleeds, pain in arms, legs and 


joints, unusual restlessness or 


irritability, behavior or per- 
sonality changes, and @ 
fall off in school work 
by a “good” student. 


Careful observation of the 
child is necessary for a few 
weeks after recovery from a 
Strep infection, the Alabama 
Heart Association says,because 
there is a “silent” phase in 
the development of rheumatic 
fever, and one or more of the 
danger signals may reappear 
to warn of trouble. 

The child who develops 
rheumatic fever does not nec- 
essarily suffer heart damage. 
In those who are left with rheu- 
matic heart disease, the injury 
usually is the result of inflam- 
mation of either or both valves 


on the left side of the heart. 
In the healing process, scar 
tissue develops which prevents 
the proper opening and clos- 
ing of the valve, and inter- 
feres with the normal flow of 
blood through the heart, 

In some cases, injury to 
the heart does not become ap- 
parent until adolescence or 
young adulthood, Therefore, 
the Alabama Heart Association 
advises that children with a 
history of rheumatic fever 
be given regular physical ex- 


aminations s0 that any 
developing heart disease 
can be detected,
